With the borough debt reduced by 


$15,000 during the last 12 months 
•under the 1941 budget, members of 
the borough council at an adjourned 
meeting Thursday evening adopted 
tentatively a schedule of estimated 
expenditures for 1942 that totals 
$40,600, only $100 more than the 
1941 budget. 


The proposed figures, which will 


be acted upon finally at the regular 
March meeting, were submitted by 
Ray M. Hoffman, former president 
of council but now chairman of the 
finance committee. 


He pointed out that the general 


fund of the borough had a balance 
at the beginning of this year that 
was $1,000 above the balance 1?, 
months before while loans to the 
general fund had been, cut $3,000. 
In the special fund, he pointed out, 
the balance climbed approximately 
$8,000 in the last year while $3,000 
in borough bonds were paid off. 


Expenses Below Budget 


The 1941 budget totaled $40,500 but 


expenditures came to only $38,640. 
The only department that exceeded 
the budget by any considerable 
amount was the safety department 
which topped the allotted $8,000 by 
about $1,800. A $2,000 special ap- 
propriation to the fire company for 
new equipment explains the extra 
appropriation.

Pacific Council In Operation 


Washington, Feb. 6 (A P)— President Roosevelt as­ 
serted today that a Pacific council had been in operation 
here and in London for a month and that there was very 
close cooperation in its activities. 
The Chief Executive, replying to press conference 
questions, said the council was handling questions of 
both a military and political nature and that it had 
offices here and in London .

Harrisburg, Feb. 6 CAP)—Gover- 


nor James has been asked by James

m idnight. 
To date, a spokesman for the 
board said, 46 defense plants have 
been 
granted 
exemptions. 
The 
women m ust be paid time and a 
half for the hours worked in excess 
of 44 a week. 
“We know women workers will be 
needed 
by 
many 
industries 
now' 
employing 
m en,” 
McDevitt 
said. 
"and we don’t w ant to work a hard­ 
ship on them . At the same time we 
don’t want to see women working 
60 or more hours a week. 
It’s too 
hard; they can t. stand it. 
,fWe want to get a definite limit

STATE OFFICIAL 
PREDICTS WAGES 
WILL BE HIGHER 


Harrisburg, Feb. 6 (AP)—John 


Bleecker, state supervisor of the 
U. S. Employment Service's Ftnn 
Placement Bureau, today warned 
Pennsylvania farmers of a growing 
labor shortage which he declared 
would reach maximum severity next 
July. 


Bleecker said: 
"While farmers now are enjoying 


a lull in February, their slowest 
month of the year, they should 
realize that they will have to take 
what help they can get next sum- 
mer and should be prepared to pay 
higher wages." 


The employment official, just re- 


turned from a survey of Chester 
county, said that dairy farmers in 
that area and others would be among 
farmers most severely affected, since 
dairy 
farms 
require specialized 


workers. 


Wages Increase 


Bleecker said that wages in Penn- 


sylvania already have increased 25 
per cent and more, pointing out 
that former wages of $30 and $35 
a month, with room and board, for 
unskilled workers have increased to 
$40 and $45 with some skilled work- 
'ers earning from $75 to $100. 


"While it's impossible to predict 


how much wages will go up this 
summer," 
Bleecker 
said, 
"farm 


wages tend to follow industrial 
wages upward and downward." 


"Farmers should remember there 


is a difference of from 85,1)00 to 
100,000 in the number of men on 
farms in summer and winter and 
that many workers are going to 
have to be found somewhere.

Balboa, Canal Zone. Feb. 6 (AP) 


—A new Panama Canal safeguard 
has been established in a 48-mile 
Trans-Isthmian h'ghway, over which 
Army machines can travel ocean- 
to-ocean in two hours.

STATE OFFICIAL 
PREDICTS WAGES 
WILL BE HIGHER 


Harrisburg, Feb 
6 (AP) -Jo h n 
Bleecker, state supervisor of the 
U. S. Employment Service’s Farm 
Placement Bureau, today warned 
Pennsylvania farmers of a growing 
labor shortage which he declared 
would reach maximum severity next 
July. 
Bleecker said; 
“While farmers now are enjoying 
a lull in February, their slowest 
month of the year, they should 
realize that they will have to take 
what help they can get next sum­ 
mer and should be prepared to pay 
higher wages.” 
The employment official, just re­ 
turned from a survey of Chester 
county, said that dairy farmers in 
that area and others would be among 
farmers most severely affected, since 
dairy 
farms 
require 
specialized 
workers. 
Wages Increase 
Bleecker said that wages in Penn­ 
sylvania already have increased 25 
per cent and more, pointing out 
that former wages of $30 and $35 
a month, with room and board, for 
unskilled workers have increased to 
$40 and $45 with some skilled work­ 
ers earning from $75 to $100. 
“While ifs impossible to predict 
how much wages will go up this 
summar,” 
Bleecker 
said.

wTages upward and downward." 
“Farmers should remember there 
is a difference of from 85,800 to 
100.000 in the number of men on 
farms in summer and winter and 
that many workers are going to 
have to be found somewhere, 
“We hope our office will be able 
to turn up enough workers to pre­ 
vent the situation from becoming 
critical.

BRITISH BACK 


TO NEAR TOBRUK 


London, Feb. 6 (AP)—British des­ 
ert fighters, hurled back to the ap­ 
proaches of .storied Tobruk, stiffened 
their lines appreciably today while 
RAF planes hurled destruction Into 
the lengthened Axis supply lines. 
A British headquarters commu­ 
nique at Call o se id there had been 
no change in the land situation yes­ 
terday, indicating the Imperials were 
standing firm some 50 to 60 miles 
west of the port where a British gar­ 
rison successfully withstood a seven 
months siege. 
Axis communiques, heard here by 
radio, bore this out. Tile Germans 
spoke vaguely of “pursuit of the 
enemy In eastern Cirenaica" and 
the Italians claimed the capture 
of Tmimi.

school enrollment as a result of the 
war was disclosed today by the state 
Department of Public Instruction.

munities," said a department spokes- 
man. "The situation is national in 
scope because of the defense pro- 
gram. 


There's been a terrific upsurge 


in the number of employment cer- 
tificates issued to students with 
three times as many going out in 
Philadelphia „ during last November 
compared with the same month a 
year previously. 


More Jobs Open 


"The enrollment drop has been 


greater in school districts of the 
20 cities with a population of less 
than 500,000 and not more than 
than 500,000 and more-than 30,000. 


"Adults who have worked in gro- 


cery stores and. the like now-can 
obtain jobs in war industries, leav- 
ing their positions open to young- 
sters 16 and 17 years of age who 
are limited in the things they can 
do." 


The department now is rounding 


up reports to determine the state 
enrollment and the number of boys 
and girls of teen-age who dropped 
out last year to accept employ- 
ment. 
Officials predict the total 


will be far greater than in 1940 
when 22,038 quit classes for work.

School attendance is required until 
the age of 17, unless the student 
is legally excused.

ing their positions open to young­ 
sters 16 and 17 years of age who

The department now' is rounding 
up reports to determine the state 
enrollment and the number of boys 
arid girls of teen-age wlm dropped 
out last year to accept employ­ 
ment.

New York, Feb. 0 (Wide World)— 


Both NBC and CBS report that 
their war broadcasters who had bew 
stationed at Singapore have left 
that besieged city for other points 
in the western Pacific. 


Martin AgronsJcy of NBC, who had 


been sent to Singapore from Turkey 
some time ago, has gone to Batavia, 
while Cecil Brown of CBS is re- 
ported en route to Australia. The 
move was at the request of British 
military authorities, but at the same 
time gives the men access to more 
reliable short wave facilities. It has 
been a couple of weeks at least 
since tliere has been art NBC relay 
from Singapore. 


On the other hand. Brown lias 


net been heard from Singapore 
since January 8, at which time he 
was denied facilities by the British 
authorities on the glound, as he 
reported to his home office, that his 
broadcasts were "damaging to the 
British cause."
